In connecting reports and review­ 
ing the farts It should be borne in 
mind that the statement of Oscar 
Peeler, relative to tho "gilt of the 
four men mobbed, was made after* On 
lynching, and that it corroborated the 
evidence possessed by tin* county at­ 
torney's office, and that it was ab­ 
solutely contrary 
to

previous

be published verbatim in order that 
the public may lee relieved of any nos. 
bible doubt av to the ga lit of the 
persons lynched. 
The associated ores s. report of the 
lynching which appeared iii the daily 
papers over the Tinted State* this 
morning is a very fair and reason­ 
ably correct account of the lynching. 
We produce the report * in full here­ 
with: 
Ada, Okla.. April 19.—This m orn­ 
ing between 2 and J o’clock a mob 
-of m asked men, estim ated from thirty 
to forty in num ber, storm ed the Pon­ 
totoc county .iaU. overpowered 
the 
four guards, 
Bob 
Nestor, 
W alter 
Coyne. Ji 0 McCarty and loc C arter, 
took the keys of the jail from them 
and proceeded to take four prisoners 
from jail and hang them. 
Tile m en hanged were Jim M iller. 
Joe AI lr.ti, 
Jesse W est and 
B. 
B. 
Burrw ell, all under a rre st in connec­ 
tion with the assassination of A. A. 
fG usl Bobbitt near this city on Feb. 
27. 
The jail is located at rhe rear of 
the jo u rt house and is accessible both 
from the rear and through the front 
hall of the court house. 
The m ob was literally choking the 
hall of the court house before the 
guards were aw are of its presence 
in the city, leav in g n u n stationed

One guard, Bob Nester, received a 
severe blow on. his head with a re­ 
volver and was left stunned. At the

The doomed men dressed as quick­ 
ly as possible, made no resistance 
that the guards could hear, with the 
exception of Jesse W est, who fought 
the mob fiercely and had to be beaten 
on the head with guns before he could 
I be taken from the jail.

Before

had apparently taken pains to map 
out every detail. Two masked men 
; were sent to the power plant of the 
Ada Fleerric and Gas Company, who. 
at the point of their revolvers, forc­ 
ed the night engineer ro cur off the 
i circuit lighting the streets, thus leav­ 
ing the city in darkness.

V rem ained off an hour or m ore and 
during the tem porary 
darkness the 
lynching was done and the moi* dis­ 
persed. 
Bodies Are Found. 
The bodies of the victims of tim 
raid were found at an early hour this 
j m orning hanging dead in the Frisco 
barn and were cut down and taken 
| to the undertaking establishm ent -of 
IU T. W alters, where they now lie. 
No shots were fired during the raid 
and everything was carried out in 
i accordance with seem ingly carefully 
| laid plans. 
The town is quiet, but a 
j gloom hangs over it such as was 
I never before felt. 
All of the m em bers of the mob 
are thought to have been out of town 
parties, as they were m ounted. 


The exam ining trial of Jim Miller, 
charged with the killing of Gus Bob­ 
bitt and one of last night’s victims, 
was had here before Justice of the 
Peace H. J. Brown last week and 
M iller was bound over w ithout bail.

Statement of Lee West. 
Lee West, a night policem an of 
this city, relative to the lynching of 
four men, at this place 
last 
night, 
say s: 
“The first I knew of the trou­ 
ble at the jail was when I saw* a 
bunch 
of

men

the front hall of th** courthouse. This 
was som ewhere near 2 o’clock this 
m orning. I was on Main street about 
a half block aud across Townsend 
avenue from the courthouse, i went I 
down to see what 
was 
the m atter. I 
followed on

When I had gone about one-third 
of the distance of the hall. I 
was 
suddenly covered with what looked 
to me to be about ten or tw elve guns. 
I asked what all this trouble meant.

building, and proceeded back up on

hit 
him over the head with their guns 
and left him stunned. The men forc­ 
ed Goynes to open the heavy lever 
doors to the cells. 
They then took Miller from his 
cell and fastened a rope around his 
neck and hound his hands at his 
oack with bailing wire. 
“Jesse West was the next man to­ 
ken out, and the mob says: 
“Tell 
us 
what

“ I’ll tell ycu nothing.’* 
"They then nit him over rhe head 
with their six shooters and said:

The rest of the prisoners then be­ 
gan m plead for their lives.

.Belleville, 111.—The board avtid lodg­ 
ing of Harry Joseph, a prisoner for 
debt in the Belleville jail, is being 
paid for at the rate of $1.50 a day by 
H arry Rosenberg, who had put him 
mere. 
They are rival clothing merchants 
at Lebanon, 111. 
Rosenberg sued Jo­ 
seph for $2,000, alleging that Joseph 
slandered him and said things about 
him which injured his credit as a mer­ 
chant. 
Before the case went to trial tlitre 
was an agreem ent by which Rosenberg 
accepted a judgment of $50 against 
Joseph. 
But he didn’t get the money. 
Joseph refused to pay, alleging that 
lie did not have any property above 
the value of $400, which was exempt 
from judgment under tho law. 
To make m atters worse for Rosen­ 
berg the court decided that as Joseph 
had no seizable assets the costs in the 
ease, amounting to $28.30, v.culd have 
to be paid by the plaintiff. 
So, instead of being $50 ahead as a 
icsult of the litigation. Rosenberg was 
out money. 
Isn t there any way I can get even 
with him?" he asked his lawyer. 
“Yes, you might use a capias ad 
satisiaciendum on him.” 
"Is 
that a single-barreled 
or 
a 
double-barreled weapon?” 
“Single, I think. I’ll look it up,’* said 
the .lawyer. 
Rosenberg told him to go ahead. Too 
late he learned that the weapon was 
double-barreled. 
Under the authority of an old statute 
the capias was served on Joseph. This 
provides that in a case where a debt 
is contracted through a violation of 
the law the person to whom the money 
is owed can have the debtor impris­ 
oned for a term not to exceed one 
year. 
But he must pay the debtor’s 
beard to the state. 
Joseph was taken to the Belleville 
jail and locked up. Ile kissed his wife 
and baby toy gooa-by and took with 
him a plentiful supply of smoking to­ 
bacco, books and magazines. 
As be was being taken into the jail 
he said: 
All right. 
I ll stay hero as long 
as Rosenberg pays the bill. 
Business 
is bad anyway, and I might as well 
loaf in jail.”

sented a strange legal tangle to mem­ 
bers of the Belleville bar. 
It is the 
first time the statute has ever been 
enforced in St. Claire county and law­ 
yers are talking of nothing else.

“I ll stick and make Ro­ 
senberg spend his money on me,” he 
says.

legislation 279,598,837 printed pages, 
including such expensive publications 
•is the Congressional Record, the pub­ 
lications of the geological survey and 
ihe year book of the department of 
ag! iculture, were eliminated from the 
• ii plus printing which had formerly 
I; en piling up in warehouses to be 
ii ha by condemned and sold as waste. 
This printing was an undistributed 
surplus, these copies being equivalent 
to 559,197 volumes of 500 pages each 
for the J ear 190i. These publications

storage,

States Leads World 
in 
Im­ 
portation of That Commodity. 


Washington.—In the consumption of 
coffee and cacao the United States 
leads the world, while it holds third 
rank among the nations in her 
im­ 
ports of tea. 
The imports amount to 
more than one-third of the coffee, near­ 
ly one fourth of the cacao and about 
one-seventh of the tea entering 
the 
world’s markets. 
The “coffee habit” 
has 
evidently 
grown upon the people of the United 
States, the per capita consumption of 
this article in 1878 being 6.24 pounds, 
while in 1888 it was 6.SI pounds. 
In 
1898 it had increased to 11.68 pounds, 
and in 1908 it was 10.04 pounds, ac­ 
cording to figures of the bureau of sta­ 
tistics of the department of commerce 
and labor. During the same period the 
annual per capita consumption of tea 
decreased from 1.33 to 1.07 pounds. In 
cacao the importations in 1908 were

the brightest luminary 
t h a t 
adorned 
the 


Emerald Isle, for by his almost hercu- 
lean labors he rescued that land from 
paganism. Some uncertainty pxists as 
to the date and place of Patrick's 
birth. 
The most reliable historians, 


however, concur in the belief that he 
was born abotit the year 396 in the 
British-Roman province of Valenlia, ac 
a place near the Clyde, not far from 
the modern Dumbarton, called from 
him Kilpatrick. 


About the year 432 he began his 


missionary work of converting the 
pagans of Ireland to Christianity. 
It 


is said that during his stay m the 
island he founded 365 churches, bap- 
tized with his own hands more than 
1,200 
persons and ordained a great 


number of priests. 
He died about the 
year 
469 at 
a 


place called Saul, 
near Downpatrick, 
and 
his 
relics 


were preserved at 
that place till the 
time ot the Refor- 
mation. 


It is but natural 


t h a t the land 
which produced a 
Fingal and an Os- 
s i a n 
s h o u l d 


abound in legends 
of the great mis- 
sionary who taught 
the Christian re- 
ligion to Hie Irish 
pagans — stories, 
some of which are 
surrounded 
with 


an atmosphere of 
beauty, others that are wild and ridic- 
ulous. His explanation of the Trinity 
to his hearers, whose simple minds 
could not conceive of the existence of 
three in one, was timely and satisfac- 
tory. 
Plucking a stem of the sham- 


rock from the earth at his feet, he 
pointed out to his congregation the 
three leaves growing from the one 
stalk, by that simple Illustration -bring- 
ing the members of hts flock to a 
realization jof a Triune God. 
Since 


then that trefoil plant has been sa- 
cred, and together 'with* the harp has 
been the emblem of the Emerald Isle. 


As long as the shamrock continues 


to spring from the soil of Erin the 
true Celt will observe the yearly re- 
curring holiday that is supposed to 
mark the anniversary of the birth of 
Ireland's patron saint. It is true that 
many well-informed Irishmen will tell 
us that the 17th of March is not cele- 
brated as the birthday of Patrick, be- 
cause it Is by no means certain that 
it is the correct date; but that the day 
is merely set apart as a time uyon 
which to honor the old saint's mem- 
ory. But, be thai as it may, the ma- 
jority of people, and perhaps a major- 
ity of the Irish, consider it the birth- 
day anniversary 
of Ireland's great 


evangelist. What the Fourth of July 
Is to the true-born American St. Pat- 
rick's day is to both the native Irish- 
man and the Irish-American. 
It is 


true that the latter is loyal to his 


adopted 
country, 


and h ,*^ m a n y 
times pi ovcd his 
patriotism, 
b u t 


when the 17th"o" 
March appears the 
citizen of Hibern- 
ian blood is ready

Bill fcr Year 1905 Over $7,000,000, 


According to Report. 


Washington.—Constant arowth of 


cost of public printing has increased 
tins Horn of public expense from $200,- 
000 in 1S40 to more Ihann $7,000,000 in 
1905, accoi cling to the report of the 
pi in ting 
investigation 
commission, 


created four years ago, which recently 
submitted to congress a report cover- 
ing its e'xtensive inquiry. 
The com- 


mission consists of the two commit- 
tees on printing of the two houses of 
congresb, and Senator Platt 
is 
its 


chairman. 


'1 he report states thot under recent 


legislation 27!),598,S37 printed pages, 
including such expensive publications 
•is the Congressional Record, the pub- 
lications of the geological burvey and 
the year book of the department of 
agriculture, were eliminated ftom the 
S'iiplus printing which had former!} 
I.- en piling up in warehouses to be 
finally condemned and sold as wa&te. 


This printing was an undistributed 


sui'Dlus, these copies being equivalent 
to 1159,197 volumes of 500 pages each 
for tho year 1907. These publication-- 
had bcqn piling up until there were 
more than 
9,500 tons in storage, 


enough to fill an ordinary railroad 
tram more than three miles long. 
Rent for that portion of these publi- 
cations stored outside of government 
buildings was moi e than $13,500 a 
jeai. 


HiS STOMACH A JUNK SHOP. 


Human Ostrich Swallows Many Indt 


geatible Things. 


Ottawa, Ont—As showing the extent 


to which th'e human stomach can be 
made the receptacle of articles not ol 
the ordinary food list, Dr. Burgess, 
medical superintendent of the Protes- 
tant Hospital for the Insane, Montreal, 
reports a remarkable case that recent- 
ly came imder his care. Vhe patient 
\vho had been an inmate for nine 
years, was so secretive about his ab 
normal taste that it was entirely un 
suspected by his attendants. 
The ar 


ticles taken from his stomach were: 


Three bundles of broom fiber, one 


piece of whalebone, eight inches long; 
one piece of insulating tape, seven 
inches long; one bundle of hair, one

pieces of glass, nine pieces of iron 
one steel spring, one iron nut, one 
piece of stone half an inch square, 
other,piece an inch long, half an inch 
•ftlde and half an incli thick, 27 pins, 
five one-inch nails, 52 two-inch naila, 
seven 
246-inch nails, 32 three-inch 


nails, one five-inch nail, one horse- 
shoe nail, four lacks and four hairpins. 


'COFFEE HABIT" GRIPS AMERICA. 


United States Leads World in Im- 


portation of That Commodity. 


Washington.—In the consumption of 


coffee and ca,cao the United States 
leads tho world, while it holds third 
rank among the nations in her im- 
ports of tea 
The Imports amount to 


more than one-third of the coffee, near- 
ly one tourth of the cacao and about 
one-seventh of the tea entering 
the 


world's markets 


The "coffee habit" 
has evidently 


grown upon, the people of th,e United 
States, the per capita consumption of 
this article in 1878 being 6.24 pounds, 
while in 1888 it was 681 pounds. 
In 


189S it had increased to 11 68 pounds, 
and in 1908 it was 10 04 pounds, ac- 
cording to figures of the bureau of sta- 
tibtics ot the department of commerce 
and labor. During the same period the 
annual per capita consumption of tea 
decreased irom 1.33 to 1.07 pounds. In 
cacao the importations in 1908 were 
more than three times as large as in 
1898.

HE personage whose 
natal day is celebrated 
with such enthusiasm 
by our Irish citizens 
was 
unquestionably 


the brightest luminary 
t h a t 
adorned 
ths 


Emerald Isle, for by his almost hercu- 
lean labors he rescued that land from 
paganism. Some uncertainty pxists as 
to the date and placp of Patrick's 
birth. 
The most reliable historians, 


however, concur in the belief: that he 
was born about the year S96 in tbo 
British-Roman province of Valenlia, ac 
a place near the Clyde, not far from 
the modern Dumbarton, called from 
him Kilpatrick. 


About the year 4g2 he began his 


missionary \vork of converting the 
pagans of Ireland to Christianity. It 
is said that during his stay m the 
island he founded 3C5 churcnos, bap- 
tized with his own hands more than 
1,200 
persons and ordained a groat 


^—~-~\ 
number of priests. 
He died about the 
year 
469 at 
a 


place called Saul, 
near Downpatrick, 
and 
his 
relics 


were preserved at 
that place till the 
time of the Refor- 
mation. 


It is but natural 
that the land 
which produced a 
]Fingal and an Os- 
s i a n 
s h o u l d 


abound in legends 
of the great mis- 
sionary who taught 
the Christian re- 
ligion to Hie Irish 
pagans — stories, 
some of which are 
surrounded 
with 


an atmospfcere of 
beauty, others that are wild and ridic- 
ulous. His explanation of the Trinity 
to his hearers, whose simple minds 
could not conceive of the existence of 
three in one, was timely and satisfac- 
tory. 
Plucking a stem of the sham- 


rock from the earth at his feet, he 
pointed out to his congregation the 
three leaves growing from the one 
stalk, by that simple Illustration -bring- 
ing the members of his flock to a 
realization jof a Triune God. 
Since 


then that trefoil plant has been Ba- 
cred, and together 'with* the harp has 
been the emblem o£ the Emerald Isle. 


As long as the shamrock continues 


to spring from the soil of Erin the 
true Celt will observe the yearly re- 
curring holiday that is supposed to 
mark the anniversary of the birth of 
Ireland's patron saint. It is true that 
many well-informed Irishmen will tell 
us that the 17th of March is not cele- 
brated as the birthday of Patrick, be- 
cause it la by no means certain that 
it is the correct date; but that the day 
is merely set apart as a time upon 
which to honor the old saint's mem- 
ory. But, be that as it may, the ma- 
jority of people, and perhaps a major- 
ity of the Irish, consider it the birth- 
day anniversary of Ireland's great 
evangelist. What the Fourth of July 
ts to the true-born American St. Pat- 
rick's day is to both tbp native Irish- 
man and the Irish-American. It is 
true that the latter is loyal to his 


adopted 
country, 


and h :^ m a n y 
times piovcd his 
patriotism, 
b u t 


when the 17th "o* 
March appears the 
citizen of Hibern- 
ian blood is ready 
to celebrate a day 
this is exclusively 
his 
own—a day

15 
cen- 


turies 
ago, 
yet 


which remains nn- 
dfmmed 
by 
the 


mists of time. 


It must be con- 


fessed 
that 
the 


celebration of St. 
Patrick's day is 
not upon the whole 
invested with any 


marked degree of.sanctity by its par- 
ticipants—that is apparent at least to 
American eyes. Of course, upon that 
occasion appropriate ceremonies 'are 
conducted in the churches with becom- 
ing reverence, but to Irishmen as a 
whole the aniversary of the oW saint's 
nativity is looked forward to as a day 
for participating In all the pomp and 
pageantry of the street parade, In 
which the green flag with the harp 
and shamrock shares the honors of the 
day with the Star and Stripes of the 
Milesian's adopted country.

The Tew ex- 
ceptions to thly phenomenon only prove 
the rule. Tl B boisterous deportment 
of the elements on that day, bowever, 
are easily accounted for by the fact 
that the ". ernal equinox i» then a«ar 
•t Iianjf when elemental and »tmo» 
phaili 'disturbances are liable to occur. 
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
